About ono"half of the Just Mesriago 
of tho^Prosident of tho United States 
is dovoted to a consideration of tho 
reconstruction measuroB of Congress 
and tho financial condition of tho 
country. As a State paper tho 
Message does not rank high ; bat 
there is sufficient vigor, with tho Bhort, 
crisp, sledgehammer sentences, to 
etamp it as of Johnsonian origin aDd 
render it a readablo record of current 
political events in American history. 
In calling attontion to tho disorganized 
Btate of society iu the Sonthorn States, 
Mr Johnson traces tho causes to "vio» 
lations of organic law and oxcossivo 
legislation." Ho assumes it as an 
axiom "in the government of States 
that the groatost wrongs inflicted upon 
a people are oauBed by an unjust and 
arbitrary legislation, or by tho unre- 
lenting decrees of despotic rulore, and 
that tho timoly revocation of injurious 
and oppreesivo measurosis tho greatest 
good that can bo conferred on a na- 
tion." The reconstruction measures, 
he claims, havo failed, and tho peaco 
Of the Union is imperiled, and the 
happinoss of its people com promised 
by thoir continuance on tho Btatuto- 
book. Another source of evil has been 
tho abrogation of the Executive pow- 
ers, which compels tho President to 
retain dishonest and corrupt persons 
in office by faking from his hands tho 
duty of removing tbem and plaoing it 
in thoBO of a partisan majority of tho 
national legislation. Tho financial 
condition of tho country is alluded to 
in a raoet dosponding tone. Tho ex* 
penditures have been $1,000,000,000 in 
four years, during a period of piofound 
peace and 

"The oontinuance of useless and ex- 
travagant expenses will involve ua in 
national bankruptcy, or else mako 
inevitable an incroaso of taxos, already 
too onorouB, and in many respects, ob- 
noxious, on account of their inquisitor- 
ial character. One hundred millions 
are yearly expended for the milliiary 
force, a large portion of which is em- 
ployed in the exeoution cf laws both 
unnecessary and unconstitutional, and 
$150,000,000 aro required each year 
to pay the interest on the publio debt. 
An army of tux-galberors impoverishes 
the nation, and publio payments are 
placed by Congress beyond tho con- 



until Congress shall havo oxpressod its 
judgment concerning tho principles in- 
volved. Threo other questions, how- 
evor, between tho United Stales and 
Great Britain, remain opon for adjuot- 
rcont. These are tho mutual rights of 
naturalized citizens ; tho boundary 
question, involving the tlllo to tho 
Island of San Juan, on tho Paoitic 
Coast; and mutual olaima arising since 
tho yoa r 1853 of tho citizens and sub-> 
j° c ts of the two countries, for injuries 
» D d depredation* committed nudor tho 
authority of thoir ro« p octivo Govern- 
ments. Negotiations upon those sub- 
joota are pending, and I ara no1 with- 
out the hope of being able to lay bolore 
tho Senalo for its consideration during 
the present session, a protocol oalcu- 
latod to bring to an end 0™*° J u8fc, y 
exciting and loDg existing controvern 
sies." 

The disturbed state of tho Domini- 
can republio is offered as a protoxt for 
its annexation to the United States. 
And hero all interost in tho Message 
ends. As a document breathing bitter 
dofianco to tho opposition majority, at- 
tacking ehoir moasures, and denounc- 
ing their policy, the MoBi-age oxcols its 
predecessors : but as a wise, Btatos- 
manliko, oonoiliatory Spoeoh — such as 
a President's annual Mossage should 
be, — it is sadly deficient, resembling 
moro tho maledictions of a bafllod and 
retiring foe than a culm, dispassionate 
roviow of thr condition of tho country

Legislative Council Proceedings. 

Monday, Dec 21, 

Present— Hon Meisra Walk em, Carrall, 
Ilamley, Drake, Crease, Ring, Holmekec, 
Pemberton, Davie, Alston, Bushby, Havelock, 
Wood, Ball, iTrutoh, . O'Reilly and Young, 
(President.) 

Hon Helmoken preseatod a petition from 
J C JNicholaoo. Petition read, and orderod 
10 be printed for tbo use of members. 

Hon Davio presented a petition from the 
inhabitants of Metcbosin and Esquimalt Dis- 
tricts, for a Feuoo Law. 

Hon llelmokon gave notioo of motion that 
a Oomitttoe of the Whole bo formed to con- 
sider that portion of His Excellency's speech 
which referred lo a Treaty of lleciprooity 
with the United StataB. 

Hon Davie gave notice of motion for an 
Ordinance having for its object the destruc- 
tion of Wolves and Panthers on the Island. 

Hon Jlolmcken would ask that all papors 
relating to lbs Lnnd Bill, lodian Bill, and 
Reciprocity with the United States, be sent 
down for tha information oi the House. 

Hon Draka gave uotice that ho would ask 
from the Hon Attorney General if the Gov- 
ernment intended any amendments to the 
present law, and whether stops would be ta- 
ken to make tho jurisdiction of the Courts 
concurrent. 

Hon Holmokon would ask if any provision 
would be made for tho encouragement of im- 
migration, and whether tho Eagle Pass 
routo was to be opened at an early period. 

Hon Ball laid belore tho Council the Re- 
port of tho Select Committee to frame an 
address in reply to tho Governor's speech. 

Hon Holracken moved that the roply as 
read, be adopted. 

Hon Ring seonnded, and the Report was 
adopted accordingly. 

An information being received that H 
Exoellency was prepared to receive the roply 
to bis speech, tho President and members a 
once adjourned for that purpose. [The speech 
will appear to-morrow.] 

The President and members having re- 
turned their seats, tbe President said he had 
the honor to read the reply of His Excellen- 
cy on receiving tho address. [Reply to 
nnrrow.] 

Hon Crease moved the first reading of thi 
following Bills— Fence Bill ; Savings Banll 
Bill ; Mining Bill— which were all jead 
first time. The second reading of the two 
first fixed for the 7th, and tho last for the 
20th prox. 

Hon Helraolcen then asked leava to bring 
in a Bill amending the Constitutions of the 
Executive aod Legislative Councils. 

An animated debate ensued, participated 
in by Hons Helmcken, Carrall, Ring, Davie 
aod Drake, in iupport, and Hons Crease 
Hamloy, Trutch, Alston, Walkem and Pom- 
barton against. Tho debate was then ad- 
jonrned until to-day. 

Hon Drake asked leave to bring in Draw- 
back Bill. Granted. The ;Bill was then 
read a first time; second reading fixed|for 8th 
fprox. 

The Standing Orden having been suspended 
Hon Helmoken gavo notice that ho would 
move that the Crown Salaries Act be re- 
pealed. 

The House than adjourned until 2 o'olook 
to-day. , 

The Colonial Episcopate. — A corres- 
pondent of the Public Opinion calls atton- 
tion to some facts connected with tho present 
■rate of the colonial episcopate. About the 
middle of last year, ho says, Dr M'Doogall 
resigned tho bishoprio of Labuan, and some 
time after waa appointed by tbe Dean and 
Chapter of Westminster to tbo vicarage of 
Godmanchoster. No successor has been 
appointed, and tho dioceso has long bee" 
without an episcopal bond. Last year the 
distinguished Bishop of Mauritius came 
to England, resigned bis boo, and was 
appointed, to tho archdeaconry oi Suffolk 
and the rectory of Thwaito. Nothing is 
said about his succossor; and that diocose, 
too, is without episcopal rule. Some months 
ago tho Bishop of Bombay came to England 
and resigned his see. ft is said that it has 
been offered to the Dean of Capetown, but 
there has been no official information of tbo 
faot. Two years ago tho see of Dunedin, 
New Zealand, was constituted, and a bishop 
consecrated in Canterbury Oatbodrul, but ho 
haB not yet gone to eco his now dioce.-e. 
The bishopric of New Zealand is vnoant, 
and as thoro is no endowment there may bo 
some difficulty iu filling, it up. Bishop 
Selwyo, who has gone out, will, however, 
probably make the necessary arrangements. 
The bishopric of New Westminster, wbioh 
was announced two years ago as in course 
of formation out of tho diooeso of British 
Columbia, and lor which Mr Postlethwaito 
gave up a Yorkshire living on tho under- 
standing that ho was to be consecrated forth - 
with, sooms to havo oomo to nothing, and 
tho bishop nominate is still only a priett. 
For the seo of Grafton and Armidale, New 
South Wales, vacant by the lamented doatb 
of Dr Sawyer, no stops appear to havo boon 
taken to provide a cow bishop. 



The A'kw Postal Treaty.— The new 
postal .convention just oonoluded by Great 
B r jl*fn and the United States, goes into effect 
July 1st, 18G9, and establishes the following 
ratbs of .international postage:— 1, Lo tcrs, 
'.2 cents per single rato of 15 grammes, for 
one-half ounoe, in the United States end six 
pence (12 conts) in the United Kingdom- 
prepayment optional. A fine of five cents 
in the United States, and twopence (four 
cents) in the Unitutl Kingdom, will however 
bo loviod and collected, iu addition to the 
deficient postage of each unpaid, or insufficient 
prepaid letter received by ono eountry from 
tho other. 2, Newspapers, throe cents each 
in the United States, and ono penny each in 
the United Kingdom, if not exceeding four oz 
in weight. 3, Books, packets including 
printed papers of all kinds, etc, and patterns 
on samples of merchandise, inoluding soeds 
and grain, when not exceeding ono ouuco in 
weight, two cents in the United States and 
ono penny in the United Kingdom. Wheu 
exceeding one ounco and not exceeding two 
ounces in weight (onr oonts in tho United 
States and twoponco in the Unitod Kingdom; 
when exceeding two ounces and not exceed- 
ing (our ounoos, six cents in the Unitod 
States and tbreo ponoe in the Unitod King- 
dom, ar.d when exceodiug four ounces in 
weight, an additional rate of six cents in tho 
United States, aud threepence in tho United 
Kingdom will bo charged for overy addition* 
nl four ounces or fraction thereof. The post-, 
ago chargeable as above on all articles of 
printed matter, including patterns or samples 
of morchandso, must bo fuliy prepaid at the 
mailing office in either country, mid in full 
to destination, the receiving country deliver* 
ing without any ohiirge whatever. 

Letter from Mr Waddinoton. — Mr 
Pearkos hns received a letter from Mr Wud- 
dington dated at London, Nov 11th, enclos- 
ing a copy of Sir John A Maedonald's 
answer to the letter ralativo to tho extensioo 
of the proposed Reciprocity Treaty to British 
Columbia, and adding that the negotiations 
on the subject are likely to be postponed till 
the ontranco into office of the new President 
Mr Macdoagall, one of tho Canadian Corn- 
misiionors, had been very ill and was still so 
feeble that a month would pnbably pass be- 
foro he would be able to attend 'o business. 

The Colonial Olfice, Mr Waddington adds, 
have notified the Hudson Bay Company that 
neither the Canadian nor tho Horns Govern- 
ment consider the Company possess any law- 
ful claim to the Saskatchewan Territory, 
Tbo chance of a guarantee for tho proposed 
railroad aro considered good. The auswer 
of tho Canadian Premier is as follows : 

Ottawa, Canada, Oct 22d, 1868. 

Sir, — I have to acknowledge tho receipt of 
your letter of the 7tb inst., on the subject 
of the proposed Rsoiprooity Treaty with the 
United Slates and requesting that the ad- 
vantages of tho Treaty be exlonded to 
British Columbia. 

Canada will bo glad to soe the provisions 
ol any treaty that may be mado extended to 
all British America, and will do whatever 
lie* in Its power to attaio that objeot. 
I havo the honor to be, Sir, 
Your obedient servant, 
JOHN A. MAODONALD. 



Tub Kootenay Digoinos. — A miner has 
just arrived at Portland from Perry Creek, 
bringing later news from tho Hew diggings 
In following np tho oreok the gold is lound 
to be muoh coarser than nt the place where 
ihe original discovery was made. All the 
claims had beon laid over (or tho winter, but 
many of tho claimants had failed to oomply 
with tho mining laws, and in all snch oases 
tho ground is liable to be jumped. A largo 
party of Chinamen, u-der Ihe protection of 
the Gold Commissioner, had attempted to 
gain a lodgment in tho new diggings but 
were driven ont by tho miners. The ground 
as far as prospocted showed a yield of an 
ounco a day to tbe hand, but many of tho 
claims will pay much better than this. Some 
two hundred men will winter in tho minos, 
The Hudson Bay Company has a well stocked 
store in the mines. Throe or (our traders 
with full stocks hud arrived, and so there 
was no apprehension ofaeoarcity of pror 
visions. Tbe discovery was mado too lato 
in tha season to ascertain with any certainty 
tho ex'ent of the mines, but the belief is tha' 
the camp will be a large one — numbering 
prohably two thousand miners. A large 
number of Montanaians are wintering in tho 
Bitter Root Valloy, preparatory to making 
an early start (or the ramus in the spring. 

The Hudson Bay and P S Agricultural 
Company's Claims. — The coun.«el for the 
United State?, General Gushing, haB Bled his 
argument in the matter of the Pugot Sound 
Agricultural Company's olaim before tho 
British and American Joint Commission, 
which has been in session bore for some 
years past. Tho opening arguments frr tho 
claimants have been submitted by Charles 
D Day and Edward Lander, counsel for the 
Hudson Bay Company, and tho Paget Sound 
Company, and Mr Gushing will soon filo his 
argument in the matter of tho Hudson Bay 
Company. Tbe two claims amonut to $5,- 
009,000 in gold. Four printed volumes of 
ovidonoe have boon taken on tho part of tho 
United States, and two volumes on tho part 
of the claimants. 



Life Forever.— Mr R Carr, of Wharf 
stroot, yesterday received from San Francis- 
co ono hundred plants of tbe semper viva 
variety which has latoly come into favor in 
the States. Tho plant has a dull, withered 
appoaranco when dry, but plaoo tbe roots in 
a tumbler of wator and it revives like a 
jouog giant refreshed with new wine, and 
becomes a 'thing of beauty and a joy forever' 
in a housohold. Wu havo been presonted 
with ono of those everlasting plante, and in- 
tend to try and. outlive iti 



~Nayal — Lord Gillord has been appointed 
to the command of the iron-clad Hercules.— 
Capt. W. H. Edye, C.B., of H.M S. Satellite, 
died at Hongkong, China, on tho 13th Sept. 
Advices received in Australia from Fiji re-

Banks, in a country possessed of a largo 
industrial population ignorant of tho 
principles of investment, nro undoubtedly 
a groat boon to tho community, and 
whero they ore mado self supporting, no 
ono can reasonably cavil at tho Govern- 
ment becoming tho "People's Banker." 
In England and Franco, the success of 
such an institution is not, however, due to 
tho government control. Tho amount of 
success which has attended tho establish, 
ment of Savings Bank3 in these countries 
reprosonts tho toil and self sacrifice Of 
sevoral generations of philatitropests who 
havo given their gratuitous labors for tho 
benefit of tho working classes. 

Previous to the> amalgamation with 
tho Post Office and Annuity Departments 
of tho government, the English Savings 
Batiks were as a class barely self sup 
porting. And, indeed they wera regarded 
ns r financial loss to the government for 
somo years in consequence of Iho frequent 
necessity for realizing tho funds in order 
to repay tho depositors during times of 
political disturbance, when tho funds were 
nt their lowest price. 

Tho reason why Savings Banks are not 
ns a rule self-supporting is simply that 
on the ono hand tho industrial class, like 
any other class, look for and expect a rate 
of interest approximating the market rate; 
whilst on the other hand tho commis- 
sioners of Savings Banks aro restricted 
from investing tho depositors' money , 
(on prudential grounds) [in any other 
th an government stock, which prevents 
them from obtaining for the funds en- 
trusted to them, anything more than a 
portion over tho market rate of interest. 
Consequently there is always the dis- 
agreeable alternative for tho depositor of 
either a low rato of interest, or exces- 
s ivoly cheap management. I doubt 
whether, without a very complete system 
of machinery, tho Homo Government 
would allow tho General Revenue to be 
plodged. 

The scarcity of a commodity does not 
necessarily imply that there is any do-* 
mand for it, and just so tho absence of 
Savings Bauks iu this Colony does not 
prove that they are wanted by tho people. 
On tho contrary I havo always under- 
stood that the Colony has been blessed 
or cursed — according to tho caprice of 
debtors and creditors— with too many 
banks. Certain it is that in Victoria we 
have three banks which is just ono bank 
to every 1000 of the adult whiles. 

But not to occupy your space with 
generalities: Let me approach tbe 
figures on the subject, and in doing 60 
I trust that you will pardon my assuming 
nearly everything; as wo are obliged to 
do in this Colony. In tho first place it 
may be assumed that out of a population 
of 8000 we may calculato upou 500 de- 
positors witb an average balanco at the 
credit of each, say $300. Tho total 
amount of deposi s of the four Brandies of 
tho Savings Banks to bo established at 
say Victoria, Nanniino, Cariboo aud 
Burrad's Inlet.would therefore amount to 
8150, 000; and tho expenses of manage- 
ment would stand thus : — 

1. Interest payable to depositors 

(being at tho proposed rate 
of 4 per cent per annum) 
on $150,000 .... §0,000 

2. Salaries, three officers at each 

Branch avorngo f alary, 

81000 each, or 12 officers 12,000 

3. Offico expenses, including 

fuel, light, stationery <tc , 
for four Branches — rent 
not included .... 2,500 

4. Transport of moneys of dis- 

tant Branches to and from 
the Treasury at Victoria, 
say 3,000 

5. Travolling expenses of the 

AuditorGonoral . . . 1,500

Of tho total amount deposited —namely, 
8150 000— probably 8130,000 would seek 
steady investment iu Government securities, 
but this amount, in order to meet tho ex- 
penses of manngoment, would require to 
yield tho Commissioners 822,000 per annum.
